Splendid Judgment of King's Physi- 


cians Should Not Be Questioned. 


London, July 24.—J. Plerpont Morgan 


was the guest of honor at a banquet 
tonight v\hich was attended by Premier 
Calfour, most ol the lOnglish cabinet, 
many diplomatic, and other prominent 
men. 


A feeling of uneasiness

disappoint tho people again. Ilalfour 
pointed out that as the doctors had 


t.hown -so far, such splendid judgment, 
it would be presumptuous to doubt 
their judgment now, however difllcult 
it might be for the laymen to under- 
stand how the patient who could not 
stand up today, < oukl be crowned on 
August 9. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that the cabinet will follow anx- 
iously the king's convalescence 
dur- 


ing the coming week. 


Cowes, July 24—This morning's bul- 


letin as to the king's condition, Issued 
from the royal yacht, reads: 


"The king1 continues to make unin- 


terrupted progress. Although his ma- 
jesty is not yet able to leave his couch, 
his strength is returning satisfactorily.

Curious History of a Valuable Coin 


Believtd to Be Genuine. 


Captain Abbott, of the secret service

If the dollar is genuine it is one of the 
rare coins of the United States and is 
worth about $3,500 to collectors. If It 
Is bogus It will get some one into 
trouble.

HAD A WARM TIME 


Morgan Street Hose Crewa Were Up 


Against A Fire, and Had No 


Water Pressure. 


A LIVELY 
FIGHT 
FOR A 
TIME. 


The Light Frame Buildings 
Involved 


Burned Like Tinder Boxes. 


Wednesday afternoon the ciews from 


(ho Morgan street hose house had one 
of the hottest little flies they have en- 
countered for a long time. It was on 
one of the side streets l.'.r out on East 
Eldorado, and as usual theie was a 
lack of water pressure there, and that 
tact gave trouble when under ordinary 
circumstances i£ there had been suffi- 
cient pressure the 
fiie would have 


been a picnic. It was the same old 
story—the mams there are bo small 
md the water travels so far trom the 
pumping- station that the force is lost 
in friction against 
the- pipes by the 


time it reaches that place. At the hose 
house and at the inspector's office the 
gauges showed that there was one 
hundred pounds pressure, so it was no 
fault of the pumping station. 


The fire started in the barn In the 


rear of the residence of Henry Corey 
at 53S Stone street. By the time the 
crews had made the long run the 
flames had gamed big headway and 
the heat was intense. 
The pressure 


was so light that the crews could not 
thiow the water fifty feat. That com- 
pelled them to get so close to the 
burning building that the heat was 
almost overpowering but unless they 
did get in close they could not get wa- 
ter on the (ire. There was just enough 
w i n d lo fan the flames nicely 
and 


they lapped everything in sight. 
A 


barn on the opposite bide of the alley, 
the property of Mrs. F. N. Catto was 
ignited and destroyed, 


A number of the small shotls alona; 


the alley were ignited and burned, and 
the prospect for a time seemed that 
the liremen had a big job on their 
hands. 
After not a little hard work 


they succeeded in chccumg the spread 
of the flames and that was all that, 
they could do for the buildings which 
had been fired were light altaira and 
burned like tinder. 


Torn Inlow, who was acting captain 


at the Morgan streei house, had his 
hands blistered by the Intense heat. 
In the haste to get a line of hose out 
he did riot stop to get on his gloves 
ind by the time one of: the men equip- 
ped to resist the heat could relieve 
him Inlow's hands were blistered. All 
of the men who handled the pipe had 
faces as i ed as boiled lobsters when 
they had finished their work. 
They 


managed to save their faces from blis- 
tering, however, by pulling their hats 
low and turning their faces down so 
that some of the heat was spent on 
their hats. 
The loss was not heavy 


but the crews voted that it was one 
of the toughest propositions that they 
have encountered for some time.

In 1804 the government issued 1,900 


silver dollars. For some reason or oth- 
er it was decided to recall the issue; 
1,896 of the dollars were returned 
to 


the treasury and destroyed-. 
Four of 


the dollars remained in circulation. As 
soon as thi u became known the value 
of these doll us took a jump, and since 
that time 
.ollectois 
have anxiously 


sought at'tei them. It is e'laimed that 
one of the- original coins is still miss- 
Ing. There h ive been many counterfeits 
of the; doll.i's, hut they were so poor 
that they w o e soon detected. 
How- 


ever, Captain Abbott is unable to tell 
whethei or not this 1S04 dollar is genu- 
ine. 
As a result it was forwarded to 


the chief ot the secret service at Wash- 
ington. 


The coin m eiuestion was obtained by 


the government officials from B. H. 
Smith at Lima, O., a few days ago, up- 
on the supposition that it was a coun- 
terfeit. Smith was taken to Toledo. It 
is said that he is gambler who trav- 
eled all over the state. While on one of 
his trips he- went to 1,1 ma, where he 
became striinded. He partook heavily 
of morphine, it is claimed, and acted 
strangely. 
Smith visited a pawn- 


broker and wanted to pawn the sup- 
posed 180-1 ileillar for J25. 
Tbe pawn- 


broker knew tbe value of the 1S04 dol- 
lar arid became- suspicious, and i sport- 
ed the mattt-i- lo the poile e, who in turn 
reported to the United States author- 
ities. 
The latter 
decider! to arrest 


Smith, as thi'y were strongly of the 
opinion that the dollar was a counter-- 
felt. 
•> 


Smith is now In jail at Toledo await- 


ing the decision of the authorities at 
Washington as to whether or not the 
dollar is a e-oinite-rfcit. 
The whole case 


against Smith hinges against this de- 
cision. 
Captain Abbott and District 


Attorney Sullivan were of the opinion 
th.it the doll H was genuine money of 
another date, but that its figures had 
been changed to read "1S04." A close 
inspection of tbe coin, however, failed 
to establish this theory. 


Smith claims thnl he got the dollar 


from a school teacher at Hqmilton, O,, 
who -was in b ird luck one day and 
gave him the cuin as a security for a 
$25 loan. The te *ieher failed to redeem 
the coin, according to Smith's story. 
The teacher was sent for and he ap- 
peared taefoie the authorities at Toledo. 
He was asked how be came Into pos- 
session of the dollar, and he then told a 
rather strange story. 


Smith claimed that tbe teacher had 


told him he had bad several such dol- 
lars made in Cincinnati every year, 
and sold them. 
The authorities do 


not believe this. 


The teacher explained that he got 


the coin from an old norm.in farmer In 
the southern part of the state, at whose 
home he stopper! one night while out 
on a hunting trip. 
During the even- 


ing the subject of old coins was dis- 
cussed, during which the German said 
he had a piece of money that was n 
relic. 
He then we-nt to a drawer nnd 


took out this 180-1 dollar. 
The teach- 


asked the olel man how much he 


would take for it. 
"I've been offered 


$1.20 for it," the tanner replied, not 
knowing its real worth. 
The teacher 


said he then offered ?2 for it, and that 
the bargain was closed at once. 


The teacher also said lhat the Ger- 


man told the following s'tory about 
how 
the dollar came into his posses- 


sion: "I got It in South Africa many 
years ago. 
I was a_^|oldicr in the 


English army and was sent to South 
Africa for service. 
When I was dis- 


charged I was paid off, and among the 
coins in my pay was this dollar. 
I did 


not know what It was worth, or what 
it was, except that it was an American 
coin, and so I thought I would keep it 
as a relic ot the wai and ot the United 
States. 
Shortly atte i my discharge I 


came to this country." 


The alleged history of 
the dollar 


could not-be traced hack any further. 
It remains to be seen whether or not 
Smith was trying to pass a counterfeit 
coin. 
Whether or not ,^;.(r,;j will ever 


get the dollar buck 
is a counterfeit it will be con., 
the government. 
If it Is a g 


coin the government may confiscu'.'-rshall 
as all the 1804 dollars were called 
Tn 


shortly after they were issued. 
Tbe 


other three existing dollars can not be 
taken by the government, as they are 
owned by certain persons, but this par- 
ticular coin has fallen into the hands 
of the government, whir h will probably 
retain it. 


Tho Coroner's Jury 
Exonerates tho 


Owners of the'Threshing Machine. 


While working with a threshing out- 


flt two miles south ot Caaner Wednes- 
day afternoon Arthur Stover, aged 19 
years, met an awful death. 


J. J. Harpstrite, 
who operates a 


threshing outfit, was at the farm of 
John Diebl threshing grain and ho 
\\as one of the witnesses and said that 
Stover was employed to haul water 
for the engine and to assist in clean- 
ing up about the feeder of the thresh- 
ing machine. Harpstritc said that at 
the moment the accident occurred he 
was watching 
the wind stackers and 


was not looking toward Stover. Sud- 
denly he heard the cylinder of the ma- 
chine make a, "chug" and looking in 
that direction saw Stover caught in the 
machine. 


B. F. Wisrner said that he and Stov- 


er were cleaning up beneath the feeder 
when he saw a pitchfork being car- 
ried toward the machine.. Wlsmer took 
bold of the feeder to stop it and shout- 
ed to a man on a wagon to catch the 
fork. The next moment ho heard the 
"chug" of the cylinder and heard the 
cry of Stover for help. Wlsmer did not 
see Stover go toward the top of the 
machine. 


Jj. F. Harpstrite. who was in charge 


of the engine, said that he happened 
to glance toward the machine and saw 
Stover on top and then take a step 
forward and saw him go down inlo 
the cylinder. Harpstrite nt once shut 
off thf forwatd motion and then re- 
versed the machine. No one saw the 
young in.in gel up on the top of the 
mar-bine and the supposition is lhat 
he went there to c a t c h the pitchfork 
which was being carried forward on 
the feeder. 


As soon as possible the young man 


was removed from the machine and 
carried to the house while Dr. W. T. 
Dowdall of Casnor 
was summoned. 


Stover lived only about thirty min- 
utes, dying before the physician could 
leach him. His right leg was practi- 
cally ground to shreds up to his body 
and he was also injured about the 
hip 


Coroner Dawson was summoned^and 


impanneiled a jury composed of P. 
O. Beck, W. 
A. 
Underwood, G. V. 


Pierce, William Woodruff, <'. N. Green- 
field and W. W. George. They returned 
a verdict saying that Arthur Stover 
came to his dealh from "Injuries re- 
ceived by aoclcU-ntnlly slipping inlo the 
cylinder of a threshing machine owned 
and operated by Harpstrite Brothers, 
and we, the jury, exonerate the said 
Harpstrite Brothers from all blame for 
saicl accident." 


Coroner Dawson called his ambu- 


lance and the remains wore removed 
to the homo of the boy's parents, who 
live near Sangamon station. The fu- 
neral will be held on Friday, hut the 
hour lias not yet been determined.

In this age 
of microbophobia, it

ensure.

nd animals whose purpose, so far as 
e are concerned in it, seems harmful 
ather than helpful. 
It is microbes 


hat complete the circle of nature. The 
otal amount of matter in the world 
apable of becoming a part of living 
reatures is limited, and all of it must 


used over and over again without 


naterial loss if life is to continue on 
he planet. This matter, in order to 
36 useful to the higher planets, must be 
n as simple a form as possible; in or- 
der to be useful to the higher animals 
t must be exceedingly complex.

imple water, carbonic, 
acid, nitrates 


iud mineral salts which arc- the staple 
ood of higher plants become, in enter- 
ng Into plant life, very complex. When 
:hese plants are eaten by animals, or 
.he animals by each other, the products 
ire still more complex. The movement 
s in a straight line, and would evi- 
dently set nowhere If it were not for 
the services of the microbes, in break- 
ng up the complex matter of higher 
animal and plant life into simpler 
forms.
